At  a  gathering  one  day  last  week,  a  KPFA  subscriber  remarked  that,  unlike  some 
other  organization  he  is  interested  in,  KPFA  does  not  have  an  immediate  financial 
problem.  To  a  member  of  the  staff,  this  comes  as  quite  a  startling  idea,  and  it  has  been 
the  occasion  for  a  bit  of  brooding  among  us.  We  come  to  realize  that  there  are  quite  a 
number  of  factors  to  be  considered  in  any  overall  evaluation  of  KPFA's  financial  condi- 
tion—more than  this  subscriber,  and  many  others,  seem  to  know  about. 

KPFA  is  an  FM  station,  to  begin  with.  Since  relatively  few  people  (less  than  a 
fourth  of  households)  have  FM  sets,  and  since  the  commercial  distribution  of  new  FM 
sets  is  inadequate,  KPFA's  present  potential  audience  is  definitely  limited.  By  some 
standards,  the  end  of  its  growth  should  have  been  reached  already.  But  the  number  of 
KPFA's  subscribers  has  been  growing  slowly  but  clearly,  year  after  year,  and  growth 
continues  with  undiminished  vigor  at  this  time.  Does  this  mean,  then,  that  the  goal 
of  complete  support  of  the  station  by  its  subscribers  is  at  last  a  reality?  It  may  indeed 
appear  so,  both  from  the  station's  continued  operation,  year  after  year,  and  from  the 
fact  that  it  has  been  some  time  since  there  was  any  imminent  threat  of  our  going  off 
the  air.  True,  we  have  been  careful  not  to  cry  wolf  at  every  whelp  that  has  come  nosing 
around.  But  the  fact  is  that  KPFA  is  a  long  way  from  having  enough  subscribers  to 
maintain  its  operation.  An  enlarged  budget  is  necessary,  moreover,  if  living  wages  are 
to  be  paid  to  the  station's  staff. 

Well  then,  how  does  this  work?  Where  does  the  money  come  from?  Isn't  there  a 
deficit?  The  answer  is:  sure,  there's  a  deficit— and  the  deficit  is  met  the  hard  way.  It's 
met  by  plain  soliciting;  by  people  going  out  and  asking  for  contributions  to  keep  the 
station  alive  a  little  longer,  to  give  that  growing  subscription  roster  a  chance  to  get 
there,  finally.  As  everybody  knows,  a  great  many  organizations  are  beating  the  bushes 
for  donated  funds.  Not  only  is  the  time  we  spend  in  this  pursuit  taken  away  from  time 
that  ought  properly  to  go  to  the  business  of  broadcasting,  but  the  whole  activity  is  a 
highly  perilous  one.  So  far,  we  have  been  lucky.  We  cannot  count  on  our  luck  holding 
forever.  Some  readers  will  ask,  what  about  the  Ford  Foundation?  Didn't  KPFA  get 
money  from  the  Ford  Foundation?    Yes,  the  station  did  receive  some  funds  from  the 
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Listeners  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  our  transmitter  who  have  difficulty  receiving 
KPFA,  may  hear  all  KPFA's  programs  broadcast  over  KPFB  at  89.3  megacycles.

KPFA 
is  now  on  its  own. 

These  are  the  cold  facts.  This  is  the  reason  why  the  listener  detects  no  diminuendo  in  the 
broadcast  appeals  for  more  subscriptions,  emanating  from  the  station.  Such  appeals  will 
remain  with  us  until  listener-sponsorship  pays  for  KPFA's  permanent  operation.  If  the  reader 
can  bring  KPFA  to  the  attention  of  a  friend,  it  will  help. 

ART  SHOW  AT  KPFA— The  paintings  hanging  in  KPFA's  gallerv  this  month  are  the  work  of 
Lenore  Erik-Alt.  The  media  used  are  oil.  pen  and  ink,  collage,  watercolor,  rubbing,  and  various 
mixed  media— watercolor  and  torn  paper;  rubbing  with  ink,  watercolor  and  gouasche;  and 
sometimes  cravon  and  chalk.

Maharshi,  will  be  broadcast  the  following  Sunday  at  the  same  time.
